vices. The Civil war was markea 
by numerous devices to. take 
th< 


place of agricultural labors. The 
present war has been marked by stil 
further agricultural invention and 
in after years 'men will point to 
the introduction of the farm trac 
tor as one of the great labor sav- 
ing: devices of the present decade. 


Before and during the Civil war 


the great question was ^not how 
many acres of grain might'be plant- 
ed, but.how 'could.the crop be har- 
vested. The newspaper reports of 
the time, teem with references to the 
inability to produce crops owing to 
lack of labor. 


Farmers 'of the present time have 


become so accustomed to the twine 
binder that they little realize the re- 
markable development that has come 
along this line during and since the 
Civil war. 
The history of the twine 


binder, however, is of distinct inter- 
est to the people of Wisconsin. Cy- 
rus McCormick had' early invented

During the Civil war, there were 


-bout 3,000 reapers in use in Wis- 
consin. During 1S79 the beat har- 
vester was a self-binder, which tied 
the sheaves with wire. It was in- 
vented by S. A. Locke, and has been 
developed to perfection by a farmer 
boy, C. B. Withington who made his 
home in "Wisconsin. 


Objected to Wire. 


But the farmers objected to this 


wire in the straw. They feared that 
the cattle would not eat the stra'.v 
and that if they did some of the 
animals would be accidentally chok- 
ed on the wire. It was Charles 
•Deering, who went and saw the Ap- 
pleby. invention, staked all that he 
had. The idea of Applaby of bind- 
ing the grain with twine had long 
been in his mind. 


"Appleby had actually set to work 


to invent a knotting machine, when 
he was a farm boy of seventeen,'' 
says Herbert N. Casson, in an ar- 
ticle on the subject based on ma-

"Take this," he said, "and make 


me a partner. Your invention will 
be a world's wonder some day."

IRISH POTATOES 


The culture of the Irish potato is 


familiar to almost 
: everyone 
wft 


has ever had a garden. In brief, ths 
potatoes should be planted as soon 
as the ground 
can be worked in 


spring, two weeks before the aver- 
age date at the last killing frost be- 
ing none too early. 
The tubers 


should be cut so that each piece con- 
tains from.one to two eyes, and the 
pieces planted in rows from 24 to 
30 inches apart, and from 10 to 15 
inches apart in the rows, depending 
on the variety. Cultivation should 
be frequent and thorough. It is an 
excellent idea t'o work soil up to the 
plants as they develop,'so that there 
will be plenty of soil to cover 
the 


potatoes as they form.

STOSEKOOM FOR RENT

IN FRANCE-^Reports from British 
commanders -which have just .been 
received at American army head- 
quarters give the first definite in- 
formation that Arnerican engineer- 
ing troops in larRe numbers were 
among the forces hastily assemble': 


from all branches of the services 
by Major General Carey for his 
improvised army which filled the gai 
in the line made by the Germans -at 
the opening of their offensive last 
month. 


The American engineers were at 


work constructing 
and 
operating 


field railways and building bridges. 


Three Regiments Caught. 


Three companies of an engineer- 


ing regiment were caught in the 
early bombardment and ordered to 
fall back. To one of the America! 
companies which had been consoli- 
dated with the British royal engi- 
neers, wag' delegated the task of 
guaranteeing the destruction of an 
engineer's dump which it had been 
decided to abandon. This detach- 
ment destroyed all 
the 
material, 


made a rapid retreat, caught up 
with the larger group and imme- 
diately resumed work laying out 
trenches. These operations lasted 
from March 22 to 27. As the Ger- 
man attack became more intense the 
engineers were joined by cooks, or- 
derlies and railway men as a part 
of General Carey's forces. 


The commanding officer of an Am- 


erican regiment took charge of an 
Infantry sub-sector and directed -the 
action of his troops for one week, 
until the emergency passed at that 
point. To this officer General Raw- 
linson, commanding the British ar- 
my engaged in that sector sent the 
following letter: 


"The army commander -wishes to 


record officially his appreciation of 
the excellent work your regiment 
has done in assisting the British 
army to resist the enemy's power- 
ful offensive during the last 
ten 


days. I fully realize that it has 
been largely due to your assistance 
that the enemy has been checked, 
and I rely on 'you to assist us still 
further during the few days which 
are still to come before 'I shall ~be 
able to relieve you in the line. 


Training Shows. 


"I consider your work in the lins 


to be greatly enchanced by the fact 
that for six weeks previous to tak- 
ing your place in the front line your 
men had been working at such high 
pressure, erecting 
heavy 
bridges 


on the Somme. My best congratu- 
lations and warm thanks to all.
